Here and there a puff of 
sm oke from a rifle indicated we were 
being fired upon from the ground 
T h en the earth cam e to m eet us and 
as we leveled off to drop bombs we 
could 
see 
the Ethiopian 
warriors 
scattering in every direction.

T ile reconnaissance flight lasted 
for four hours. 
We were fired upon 
both as we passed M akale to the 
west and as we returned. 
When we started we first flew over 
thousands 
of 
workmen's 
shacks, I 
which despite their drab appearance 
in a drab country being conquered 
by Italy, caused Italian officers a 
thrill of pride. 
T h e shacks, which officers call the 
“spear point of Italian civilization in 
Ethiop ia." are stuck off in a wilder­ 
ness of crags and arid passes. 
The 
workmen have already earned the 
gratitude of fascist m ilitary officers, 
who describe them as our tough lit­ 
tle brothers of the pick and shovel.**

Winston 
Churchill 
Declares 
Entire Country Is Now 
An Armed Camp. 


London, Oct. 25 <AP).—The chal­ 
lenge that a re-armed and “mili­ 
tant" nazi Germany is tile real men­ 
ace to European peace instead of the 
Italo-Ethiopian war was abruptly 
shoved into the international lime­ 
light Thursday by Winston Church­ 
ill. former first lord of the admiral­ 
ty. 
Demanding support of a big rear­ 
mament program in the November 
elections, Churchill made the ring­ 
ing charge that “the whole of Ger­ 
many is an armed camp.” 
The veteran statesman is expected 
to become either first lord of the ad­ 
miralty or minister in charge of in­ 
dustrial mobilization for war-time 


I conversion, if a new national gov- 
j eminent is elected. 
Calls for Rearmament 
His speech brought reiterated calls 
for rearmament from all quarters of 
the house of commons, which has 
been holding three days of debate 
upon international affairs prior to 
dissolution. 
“We cannot afford to see nazidom, 
in lbs present phase of cruelty and 
intolerance, with all its hatred and 
its weapons, paramount in Europe at 
the present time,’’ said Churchill. 
This development, serving rudely 
to switch parliament from theoreti­ 
cal debate upon how effective sanc­ 
tions would be against Italy, carne as 
it became clear that the British gov­ 


ernment is not yet satisfied with de*, 
velopments in the Mediterranean. 
No Ship Withdrawals 
Britain, it was learned, is not yet 
withdrawing any ships following tho 
Italian move to reduce her forces in 
Libya. 
Optimistic talk that a new peace 
move is crystallizing in Paris and 
Rome met no confirmation here. 
“Industries of Germany are mo­ 
bilized for war to an extent ours 
were not mobilized even after tile 
world war began,” declared Church­ 
ill.
